Destruction Is Caused in 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio by Windstorms 
and Cloudbursts. 


PART OF WABASH TRAIN 
BLOWN FROM THE TRACK 


At St. Charles, Mo., the 
‘Wind Blew 80 Miles an 
Hour

Wires Are Down. 


Chicago, July 7.—Tornadoes 
cloudbursts, sweeping eastward 
the Missouri river valley, caused heavy

Tornadoes swept districts north of 
St. Louis, blowing part of a Wabash 
railroad train from the track and de- 
vastating St. Charles, Mo. The wind 
at St. Charles blew 80 miles an hour. 
Similar storms were reported to have 
struck St. Peters, Mo, and Lawrence- 
ville, Ill, the latter place being a few 
miles west of Vincennes, Ind.

The rains extended over a greater 
territory than the windstorms, Valen- 
tine, Neb., reporting a fall of more 
than four inches; Terre Haute, Ind., 
3.7 inches, and Chicago 1.64 inches. 

Official forecasts for the storm- 
swept territory promised a cessation 
of the disturbances by tomorrow. 


SEVERAL PERSONS 
REPORTED KILLED. 


St. Louis, July 7.—A tornado and 
cloudburst which swept St. Louis and 
St. Charles counties late today caused 
damage which may aggregate half a 
million dollars, isolated several small 
towns, blew half a passenger train off 
the tracks and deluged parts of the 
affected district with four inches of 


rain in half/an hour. 

Five pergons are believed to have 
been killed during the storm and a 
wafnan and child who entered the Bor- 
rgmeo church at St. Charles just before 
if was demolished, had not been ac- 
ounted for at midnight.

OHIO AND KENTUCKY 
SWEPT BY STORM. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, July 7*2—Meager re- 
ports from Ohio and cities across the 
Ohio river in Kentucky, indicate that 
several lives have been lost as a result 
of one of the worst rain and wind 
storms ever experienced in this section. 

Buildings are reported to have been 

blown down and the occupants buried 
in the wreckage. 
_Later it was reported that 
of persons lost their lives.

Charging the state with criminal 
neglect of its prisoners at the state 
farm and reformatory, at Milledgeville, 
and laying to the state the crime of 
“legalized destroyer of innocent hu- 
man life’ unless conditions are imme- 
diately bettered, the report of the 
state board of health upon conditions 
at the state institution will be pre- 
sented to the senate in the near future, 
probably today, by Senator John D. 
Walker, of the twentieth district. 

The report of the investigation by 
the state board of health, which was 
made at the instigation of a resolu- 
tion adopted in the senate, describes 
conditions at the state farm which 
are almost unbelievable. 


SHOCKING 
CONDITIONS. 


In the report are outlined conditions 
of filth and congestion that shock 
even common decency. It is stated 
that the most ordinary sanitary ap- 
Pliances are frequently lacking, and 
that unmentionable filth is allowed to 
remain in buckets in rooms where in- 
mates of the farm and _reformatory 
sleep. 

Conditions are described where pris- 
oners lying upon sick beds are cooped 
in small, ill-ventilated rooms with the 
other prisoners. One femalé inmate has 
a three weeks’ old infant, born in a 
room uséd Dy three or four other 
women, Negro men use an old hay 
barn as a dormitory. 

The foregoing are but meager inci- 
dents of the report. 


The filth from the state farm, states) 


the report, is spread upon or buried 
upon the hills above Fishing creek, 
which furnishes the supply of water 
for the town of Milledgeville, thus 
menacing continually the health of the 
town. 

The water supply of the state instl- 
tution itself is condemned in the re- 
port, and it is advised that it should 
not be used a day longer without the 
water being sterilized. 


VISITS 
FARM. 


The entire investigation grew out of 
a resolution adopted some time since 
for the appointment of a joint commit- 
tee from the house and senate to in- 
vestigate the report that there was an 
epidemic of typhoid fever at the state 
farm. The committee made its inves- 
tigation last Monday, one week ago, 
and on Tuesday following indicated to 
the house and senate that conditions 
were far from ideal. 

The senate resolution for the pres- 
ent investigation then followed. The 
investigation was made for the state 
board of health by Dr. Ray Werner, of 
the department, and is submitted to 
Senator Walker by Dr. Roy Harris, 
secretary of the board. 

The investigation disclosed that there 
have been twenty-eight cases of ty- 
phoid, with three deaths, at the re- 
formatory. 

The report exonerates all individuals 


or groups of individuals from blame

NOT PROSECUTION 


Tom Taggart Talks of 
Election Fraud Charges 
Against Him and Others. 
Seven of the 131 Accused 
Men Plead Guilty. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 7.—‘This 
whole business is a persecution and not 
a prosecution, and I demand an imme- 
diate trial,” said Thomas Taggart, dem- 
ocratic national committeeman from In- 
diana, today, after 120 of the 131 men 
charged with frauds in the 1914 regis- 
tration, primary and election, had been 
arraigned and seven had pleaded guilty 
before Judge James A. Collins, in crim- 
inal court. 

“I never had anything to do with 
any one of the men who pleaded guilty 
today,” declared Taggart. “I do not 
know these men, and it seems odd that 
they should be permitted to go on their 
own recognizance if they are so guilty. 
I don’t know what I have been indicted 
for, although I have made every effort 
to find out. I want an immediate trial 
because this whole thing is an effort to 
besmirch my name as well as many of 
my friends.” 

Mayor Joseph E. Bell, who also was 
among those indicted, issued a state- 
ment saying: 

“The pleading guilty of the seven 
men toduy is an effort to connect us 
with men with whom we never have 
had any dealings in any way whatso- 
ever. These men came tinto court and 
pleaded guilty with»ut the indictment 
being read. They were released im- 
mediately on their own recognizance 
and this seems rather unusual.” 

Those Who Pleaded Guilty. 

Those who pleaded guilty are: John 
W. Lee, democratic inspector of the 
eighth precinct of the third ward at 
the primary held May 5, 1914; Robert 
W. Board, a negro political worker; 
Charles Gibbs, a negro progressive 
judge at the primary; Earl Clifford, 
Nelson Hughes and Edward O'Leary, 
Bernard Rickleman, all political work- 
ers. 

Rickleman, Lee, Board and Gibbs were 
released on their own recognizance by 
Judee Collins after they had entered 
their pleas. Hughes was ordered re- 


'manded to the county jail, where he is 


being held on a charge of forgery. 
O'Leary also was orderea into the cus- 
tody of the sheriff. Clifford is serv- 
ing time in the workhouse. 

Besides the 120 who were arraigned 
today, eight have not been arrested. 
Two are in prison, one is out of the 
State, but has promised to return and 
the other five are believed to have 
been designated in the indictment by 
wrong names. Three others have been 
Siven additional time to study the in- 
dictment before pleading. 


To Select New Judge. 


After motion for a change of venue 
to another judge was filed, Judge Col- 
lins fixed Friday as the date when at- 
torneys for the state and defense will 
select a judge to try the case. They 
will chose from a list of five lawyers 
prepared by Judge Collins. The mo- 
tion for a change of venue was sign- 
ed by 106 of the defendants. They 
will have a separate trial from those 
who did not ask for a change.

PASSENGER TRI 
HTS AUTOMOBILE 


Southern Train No. 21 Runs 
Into Big Car Late Wednes- 
day Afternoon at Hender- 
son’s Crossing. 


MACHINE IS SMASHED 
WHEN STRUCK BY TRAIN 


M.T. Toney Suffering From 
Internal Injuries, George 
Hatcher Has Factured Leg 
and Ed Stroud Is Bruised. 


M. T. Toney was seriously injured, 
Ed S. Stroud was cut and bruised and 
George O. Hatcher suffered a fractured 
leg, bruised arm and sprained back 
when an automobile in which they 
were riding into Atlanta Wednesday 
afternoon was struck by Southern pass- 
senger train No. 21, of the Columbus 
division, about 5:30 o’clock at Hender- 
son's crossing on the South Pryor and 
Federal Prison car line. 

Mr. Toney is a member of the firm 
of Emmett Toney & Co., of Atlanta, and 
both Messrs. Hatcher and Stroud are 
employees of E. L. Adams & Co, 
of this city, although Mr. Hatcher's 
home is in Social Circle. The men were 
returning from Jonesboro, where they 
had gone on business that morning. 

The train was in charge of Engineer 
Potts and Conductor Reeves and, ac- 
cording to the chief dispatcher’s of- 
fice here, was not running over tén or 
twelve miles an hour. 

Accordng to Mr. Hatcher who was 
seen at the Atlanta hospital shortly 
after the accident, they were crossing 
what is known as Henderson's crossing 
when totally without warning of any 
kind the train struck the rear end of 
their machine. 

All three were thrown clear of the 
wreckage and the automobile was com- 
pletely demolished. 

When asked how fast he thought the 
train was running Mr. Hatcher stated 
that he would say about twenty-five 
miles an hour as the force of the im- 
pact was great enough to warrant that 
assertion. 

Patterson's ambulance made the run 
in record time and shortly after hav- 
ing his injuries dressed at the hos- 
pital Mr. Stroud was able to go to his 
home.

| Cambridge, Mass., July 7.—The dual 
‘personality of Erich Muenter, alias 
i Frank Holt, was not betrayed ‘to his 
associates when he was an instructor 
at Harvard university. The first evi- 
dence of a diseas-2 mind was contained 
jin a pamphlet which he is supposed to 
‘have written and mailed from New 
, Orleans to President Eliot and mem- 
of the faculty after he had fled 
from Cambridge in the face of charges 
that he had murdered his wife with 
poison, 

Considered by his intimates as ec- 
centric, Muenter nevertheless was re- 
garded as a diligent student and cour- 
teous gentléman, who was not likely 
to do anything to attract particular 
attention. The issuance of the book- 
let created astonishment, as it was a 
bitter tirade,against society, threaten- 
ing revenge upon the “community,” 
which, he declared, had unjustly ac- 
cused him. The writer gave convinc- 
ing proof of an unbalanced mind. 

Muenter at Harvard. 

Muenter came to Harvard in 1904 
with a degree from the University of 
Chicago and a record of service as an 
instructor in the University of Kansas. 
Entered at Harvard as a candidate for 
the advanced degree 
lospohy, he received an appointment as 
instructor in the elementary German 
courses. He was accompanied by 
wife, formerly Leone Krembs, of Chi- 
cago, and their one-year -old daugh- 
ter. 

On April 6, 1906, a second child was 
Mrs. Muenter, believing in men- 
tal healing, did not call in a physician 
until just before the birth of the in- 
fant, and the physician withdrew from 
taie Case when he learned that his 
directions were not being followed. 
A mental healer and a nurse attended 
Mrs. Muenter. At midnight, on April 
lo, Muenter told the nurse to get some 
rest, and said he would stay with the 
patient. At 6 o'clock the following 
morning he informed the nurse that 
Mrs. Muenter had died. 

The physician whose advice had been 
disregarded refused to issue a death 
certificate, and the medical examiner, 
believing that the circumstances justi- 
fiedan autopsy, Bent the woman's stom- 
ach to the Harvard medical scnool for 
analysis. 

In the meantime Muenter urged that 
he be allowed to take the body to Chi- 
cago for burial, and the medical ex-

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COMMISSION FINE 
PAID BY RAILROAD 


Wadley Southern Failed to 
Obey Order Directing Dis- 
continuance of Certain Dis- 
criminatory Practices. 


Judge James K. Hines, special at- 
torney to the railroad commission, has 
collected of the Wadley Southern rail- 
road and paid to the state treasurer the 
sum of $1,000 in satisfaction of a fine 
imposed upon that road by Judge 
Rawlings, of Jefferson county superior 
court in 1911, following judgment in 
favor of the state in a suit brought 
upon recommendation of the railroad 
commission for refusal to obey an or- 
der of the commission directing the 
discontinuance of certain discrimina- 
tory practices by the Wadley Southern. 

The case has been in the courts for 
four years, having been passed upon 
by the supreme court of Georgia and 
finally by the supreme court of the 
United States, the railroad commission 
winning in every contest. 

The constitutionality of the Candler 
raiiroad commission act of 1907 was 
strenuously attacked by the railroad 

but was upheld by every 
court. 

The Wadley Southern is a short-line 
railroad, with stock ownership in the 
Central of Georgia railway, with which 
road it has physical connection at 
Wadley. It also connects with the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah rallroad 
at Rockledge. Adrian is a town on the 
Wadley Southern, lying between Wad- 
ley and Rockledge, nearer, however, 
to the latter than to the former. 

Shippers at Adrian complained to the 
commission that when they received 
consignments over the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah via Rockledge, the Wad- 
ley Southern refused to receive them 
except upon prepayment of charges at 
Rockledge, whereas, if the shipments 
were routed over the Central of Geor- 
Sila (its preferred connection) via Wad- 
ley, prepayment of charges was not 
required, and that this practice was 
unlawfully discriminatory against the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah, and de- 
nied to its patrons equal facility with 
those extended the patrons of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia shipping via Wadley. 

The railroad commission held that 
these practices were widely discrimi- 
natory, and ordered the Wadley South- 
ern to desist therefrom. 

This the Wadley Southern declined to 
do, and on the request of the commis- 
Sion the governor directed suit for a 
penalty for disobedience to the order 
of the commission, the final result of 
which was the imposition and collec- 
tion of the $1,000 fine. 

Judge Hines represented 
and the commission throughout the 
litigation.

A TAX THAT HURTS GEORGIA. 


Were it not for a peculiar situation that 
exists under the laws of this state, Georgia 
would have today the nucleus of a splendid 
foreign merchant marine of her own. The 
obstacle is the tax which Georgia imposes 
upon vessels engaged in foreign trade, while 
other coast states enjoying port facilities 
exempt them. 

Senator A. A. Lawrence, of the first dis- 
trict, in the senate, and the Chatham dele- 
gation in the house, have introduced bills 
in their respective branches, to amend the 
state constitution so as to exempt from tax- 
ation Georgia owned vessels engaged ex- 
clusively in foreign trade. 

ibe proposal, naturally, requires explana- 
tion, but there is such a yalid and forceful 
argument in behalf of the measure that it 
is difficult to understand how, after clear 
insight has been given, anyone could oppose 
it. We are sure the Chatham senator and 
representatives will make the matter 
thoroughly clear to their respective commit- 
tees and the members of the house and 
senate. 

There is no vessel engaged in foreign 
commerce today sailing under Georgia reg- 
istry because of this tax requirement. Geor- 
gia owned vessels engaged in foreign trade 
sail as though from New York or other east- 
ern states, because those states exempt from 
taxation all vessels engaged in foreign trade 
regardless of where they are owned. Geor- 
gia owned vessels are exemoted by New 
York clong with those owned by her own 
citizens. It is natural that Georgians own- 
ing vessels carrying foreign commerce 
should register them where they are tax 
free. Of course they do it. 

The bill introduced by 
members—and it naturally 
Chatham, where is located 
south Atlantic port—seeks 
granted by other coast states. It asks this 
exemption from taxation only for foreign 
trade vessels owned by Georgians, whereas 
other states exempt them not only for their 
own citizens;~but for those of other states 
as well as other countries.

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EXEMPT SHIPS ENGAGED 
IN FOREICN COMMERCE 


Senator Lawrence Talks of 
Measure to Facilitate Trans- 
portation of Ga. Products. 


With a desire to facilitate the trans- 
portation of cotton and. other produce 
belonging to farmers and shippers in 
Georgia desiring a ready market for 
their output, Senator Alexander A. Law- 
rence,of Savannah, has introduced in 
the state senate a bill providing to 
amend the state constitution in such 
awayastoexempt fromtaxation ships 
and vessels engaged exclusively in for- 
eign commerce so long as they are own- 
ed and operated by Georgia citizens or 
Georgia corporations. this bill has 
been reported favorably by the com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments, 
having been read now for the second 
Lime, , 

in commenting upon his bill, Senator 
Lawrence said: 

“The object of this bill and the effect 
of its terms is to exempt from taxation 
ships and vessels engaged exclusively 
in foreign commerce when they are 
owned and operated by Georgla citizens 
or Georgia corporations. 

“Immediately upon the declaration of 

‘ar by the Iuropean countries now en- 
gaged in wartare, all the transporta- 
tion companies operating between 
American and European ports had to 
stop operations: and although there was 
a market for cotton, naval stores and 
other commodities, no sales could be 
consummated because there were no 
ships to transport the goods. 

“Messrs. Strachan & Co., of Savannah, 
undertook to meet the demands of the 
port of Savannah—in so far as they 
could—by purchasing ships and operat- 
ing them between Savannah and for- 
eign ports. It was this company, by 
the way, that lost two ships, one de- 
stroved by a German submarine and 
the other blown up by a mine. 

“Under the Georgia laws the com- 
pany was obliged to pay an ad valorem 
tax, whereas if the company had been 
incorporated under the laws of New 
York or of other states having large 
shipping interests and registering their 
ships from the ports of those states, 
this company would have had to pay 
no ad valorem property tax and would 
be required only to pay a registration 
fee 

“Being Georgians who owned Geor- 
gia ships, these people had a patriotic 
desire to have their ships hail from 
(Georgia ports: but they could not do 
650 as business men if the tax was ex- 
acted of them 

“The exigencies brought about by 
the present European conflict illustrate 
the necessity of having ships, doing 
foreign trade, owned in this state and 
operated from the ports of this state. 
During the fall months of last year 
business was almost stagnated because 
of the fact that we had no ships hail- 
ing from our ports that could carry 
our goods. 

“Based upon these considerations, this 
bill was prepared and introduced.” 


FAVOR RiGHT OF TRIAL 


FOR TAX COLLECTOR 


Present Law Denying This 
Privilege Has Been De- 
clared Unconstitutional. 


Important bills were acted upon by 
house committees yesterday afternoon. 
A number were held over or referred 
to sub-committees, but some of the 
most important were sent back to the 
house with the recommendation that 
they “do pass.” 

The most rapid work was done by 
the general judiciary committee, No. 
1, of which Mr. Olive, of Richmond, is 
chairman. The rule was to either kill 
or pass them at once. 

Among the bills passed upon favor- 
ably was one by Mr. Davidson of Put- 
nam, to allow defaulting tax collectors 
to have the right of court trials when 
executions are issued against them by 
the comptroller general. The 
law, which gives the collectors or their 
sureties no chance to defend a suit, 
has been declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court. 

Judge Hart appeared before the 
committce to speak for the bill and 

e said that right now hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are being held 
out by tax collectors who take what 
time they please to make their re- 
turns.

Necessary Funds Introduced 
by Representatives. 


A measure designed for the protec- 
tion of the public school teachers of 
the state and to raise the money with 
which their salaries can be promptly 
paid was introduced in the house yes- 
by Mr. Jones, of Coweta; Mr.

» bill does not provide specifically 
the payment of the salaries of 
teachers, but its authors say that this 
will be its effect if it is enacted into 
a law. 

The bill is as follows: 

‘Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, that 
from and after the passage of this act, that 
section 1012 of the civil code of Georgia of 
1910 be amended by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘Provided, That the governor and 
comptroller general may in addition assess 
a tax of not more than one-quarter of one 
mill or so much thereof as may be necessary 
for the purpose of paying any existing debt 
or deficit in the state treasury,’’ so that sec- 
tion 1012 of the civil code of 1910, as 
amended, will read as follows: 

“Section 1012 ‘Amount of taxes to be as- 
sessed. The amount of taxes assessed shall 
not exceed actual annual wants of the 
State zovernnient, lusive of the commis- 

ns and receivers and any 
that may be lawfully incurred 

assessing them; provided that the gov- 

‘nor and comptroller general may in ad- 
dition assess & t#xx of not more than one- 
quurter of one mil or so much thereof as
